Kissinger was especially anxious to deal 
with the critical reaction to the prospec­ 
tive SALT agreement reached by Ford 
and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev at 
Vladivostok

sources 
say 
the 
agreement would put a ceiling of 2,500 
bombers 
and 
missiles 
for 
each 
superpower. It would also let each side 
have up to 1,300 missiles equipped with 
MIRVs, or between 3 and 10 separate 
nuclear warheads which can each be 
aimed at different targets. 
So far, a number of senators, including 
James L. Buckley, R-N.Y., and James 
A. 
McClure, R-Idaho, 
have issued 
critical assessments of the agreement 
Sen 
Edward W. Brooke, R-Mass., 


said the accord “ steps in the right 
direction" in a weekend radio broadcast 
to his Massachusetts constituents, but 
he cautioned that Congress could prove 
to be a stumbling block 
Ford spent Saturday afternoon at the 
Army-Navy 
game 
in 
Philadelphia, 
reviving a presidential tradition at 
Navy’s 19-0 victory The President was 
publicly neutral, sitting on the Navy side 
for the first half and crossing to sit with 
the West Point cadets in the second. 
Describing himself as a sports buff, 
Ford went to a testimonial dinner 
Sunday night for Lee Elder, the first 
black player to qualify for the Masters 
golf tournament 
Earlier, the President attended St. 
John's Episcopal Church near the White 
House with his wife Betty —the first 
time she has attended services since her 
breast cancer operation —and heard a 
sermon on another diplomatic problem, 
the need for food for the hungry of the 
world 
“ Indeed," said the Rev. John W. 
Turnbull, "we are haunted as never 
before by the desperate need and plight 
of the world's hungry and the even more 
desperate prospect in the long range of a 
world with skyrocketing population and 
diminishing resources " 
Yet, 
he 
continued, 
"developed 
nations, including our own, maintain 
defense 
establishments 
at 
almost 
unimaginable 
costs 
in 
money, 
manpower and material goods." 


Ehrlichman requests 
holiday adjournment 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Defendant 
John D. Ehrlichman, contending that 
Richard M. Nixon was “ at the heart" of 
the Watergate affair, today asked the 
court to excuse the cover-up jury over 
the 
Christmas 
holidays 
to 
await 
testimony from 
the ailing former 
president. 
The prosecution called the proposal 
“ unrealistic" on grounds that it would 
expose the jury —which has been 
sequestered for two months —to trial 
publicity. U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica declined to rule immediately on 
the request. 
Ehrlichman's attorney, William S. 
Frates, contended that Nixon is “ an 
indispensable” witness and the trial 
cannot be concluded without his tes­ 
timony. Doctors say that testimony 
could not come until January at the 
earliest. 
"In this regard.” Frates said in the 
brief, "the government has contended 
and the evidence now shows that Mr. 
Nixon was at the heart of the activity 
which the government now seeks to 
contend is a violation of the laws of the 
United States." 


He added that Nixon could testify that 
Ehrlichman was not a part of a 
conspiracy and "never entertained the 
corrupt intent" for which he was 
charged Without Nixon's testimony, he 
said, there would be "a big hole in the 
case." 
Frates said it would now seem 
impossible to wrap up the nine-week 
trial by Christmas. Thus, he suggested 
that the bulk of the testimony could be 
completed by Dec 23 or 24, when the 
jury could be excused until Nixon is 
capable of providing a deposition from 
his home in California. 
The trial had been expected to end 
before Christmas But a court-appointed 
panel of physicians concluded last week 
after examining Nixon that he would be 
unable to provide a deposition until at 
least Jan. 6 
Attorneys for H R. Haldeman, who 
with Ehrlichman is one of five former 
Nixon aides now on trial, added that 
they also faced a “ serious problem" if 
the 
trial 
ends 
without 
Nixon's 
testimony. Ehrlichman, however, is the 
only defendant who has subpoenaed the 
former president

Council to consider further 


rate hikes for utilities 


More boosts in local utility rates will come before the Lompoc City Council 
again tomorrow night. On the docket will be recommendations for a hefty hik 
in local water bills and a resolution raising garbage collection rates. 
The regular session will commence at City Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 
119 West Walnut Ave. at 7:30 p.m. 
Public comment on both rate issues will be invited 
A recent study of Lompoc’s water system done by Brown and Caldwell, a 
consulting engineering firm, recommended an 80 per cent hike in home water 
rates to construct new reservoirs, replace old water transmission lines and 
build new mains for new development. 
According to Gene Wahlers, Lompoc city administrative officer, a 
resolution before the council tomorrow night will call for a 75 per cent water 
rate boost for residences and a 31 per cent monthly increase to apartment 
units. 


Part of the reason for the lower than recommended hike is the restoration of 
the present 200 cubic foot per month "free water” allowance This had been 
deleted in the consultant’s recommendations. 
’ Wahlers said the proposed increase would drive the average monthly water 
bill up by about $5. 
The monthly tab for home garbage collection will climb from $2 50 to $3 50 if 
the council approves the second rate hike resolution slated for review 
tomorrow 
This rate was last adjusted three years ago, Wahlers said, and the requested 
boost will reflect higher costs of fuel and equipment as well as three years of 
inflation. 
The new rate, Wahlers added, would still be $2 less per month than 
equivalent service in either Mission Hills or Vandenberg 
Village. The 
increase would maintain the present twice weekly garbage collection service, 
he said.

PST) carrying 
Commander Anatoly Filipchenko and 
engineer Nikolai Rukavishnikov, both 
veterans of previous space flights 
The two men indicated they might be 
in radio contact with Houston control 
but NASA officials said the Soyuz did not 
carry 
the 
necessary 
Very 
High 
Frenquency radio equipment and that 
radio contacts would be between the two 
ground command centers. 
U.S. officials in Washington said nine 
American 
tracking 
stations 
were 
following the flight of Russia’s Soyuz 16 
spaceship. 
They said Soviet space officials were 
keeping their American counterparts in­ 
formed of the progress of the mission 
and promised to give NASA precise 
directions to track the Soyuz between its 
41st and*56th orbits on Wednesday.

U PPER V ILLE, Va (U PI) - Search 
parties digging through a two-inch 
overnight snowfall today found the flight 
recorders they hoped would provide a 
clue to what caused a Trans World 
Airlines jet to crash Sunday killing 92 
persons. 
The search for bodies in the worst 
domestic air disaster of the year 
resumed at 6:30 a.m. today in the 
mountains 20 miles west of Dulles 
International Airport. 
Thomas Kunkel, F B I special agent 
who is coordinating the body search, 
said at least 80 bodies had been removed 
from the mountain by four hours later. 
B ill 
Weston, 
of 
the 
National 
Transportation 
Safety 
Board 
which 
investigates domestic air crashes, said 
both flight recorders were found intact. 
“ The flight recorder located in the tail 
section will tell us the altitude, air 
speed, heading, and G ’s (gravity pull),” 
said T.R. O’Brien, a Safety Board 
spokesman. "The flight recorder in the 
nose will hopefully have the last 30 
minutes of conversation between the 
crew and the Dulles tower." 


Officials hoped the recorders could 
help solve the mystery of why the 
Boeing 727 went down on a landing 
approach to Dulles, where it had been 
diverted from Washington’s National 
Airport because of severe winds and 
heavy rain. 
The airliner, on an inaugural flight 
from Indianapolis, Ind., to Washington 
via Columbus, Ohio, ripped through the 
trees, hit a six-foot rock outcropping and 
exploded The scene is about a mile 
from a tightly secured government 
relocation center on Mt. Weather, part 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains. 
An air freight truck was at the crash 
site collecting the remains of baggage 
and clothing that belonged to the 
passengers and crew. Shoes, purses, 
brief cases and a pair of red pajama 
bottoms were visible. 
An estimated 300 rescue workers, 
firemen and police from nearby towns 
were involved in recovering the bodies. 
The bodies were taken to the makeshift 
morgue in Bluemont, Va. Many bodies 


were lying under black tarpulins beside 
the road. 


“ Hopefully we’ll get all the bodies 
recovered today although the snow has 
hampered the recovery operation," 
Kunkel said. “ It’s very difficult We are 


finding bodies today that we overlooked 
yesterday." 
“ There were absolutely no survivors 
and it will be difficult to identify many 
of 
the 
remains 
because 
of 
their 
condition," said Dr. George Hocker, the 
Loudon County medical officer. 


Baltimore Colts' jet 
crashes; crew killed 


HAVERSTRAW, N Y. (U PI) - A 
search team today discovered two intact 
flight recorders among the wreckage of 
a Northwest Airlines Boeing 727 plane 
which crashed Sunday night in a 
Rockland County state park. 
Three crew members, the only ones 
aboard, were killed 
Troopers said a search team of 25 
men, made up of federal investigators, 
state 
police and 
Rockland County 
authorities, 
located 
a 
flight 
data 
recorder and a voice recorder at about 
9:30 a.m., shortly after an investigation 
into the crash resumed. 
A state police spokesman said both 
recorders were “ intact." 
The jetliner was en route from New 
York City to Buffalo, N Y. to fly the 
Baltimore Colts football team home 
when it crashed at 7:13 p.m. The 
wreckage was found more than four 
hours later near Big Hill mountain in 
Harriman State Park, a Rockland 
County 
preserve 
stretching 
from 
Haverstraw to Stony Point and located 
about 30 miles north of New York City. 
It went down shortly after taking off 
from New York’s Kennedy Airport 
State police said the pilot’s “ Mayday" 
was 
heard 
at 
Westchester County 
Airport Control Tower about 12 minutes 
after it took off. 
A 
Coast 
Guard 
reserve 
officer 
participating in the rescue team, said, 
“ It looked like to me the plane came 
down almost vertical. It hit at about an 
80degree angle.” 
He said the debris was "not scattered 


too much, just in one area 
Police said today there was no 
explosion or fire when the plane 
crashed, but there was “ a strong smell 
of fuel." 
The plane plunged in a heavily wooded 
swampland area on a 1,200-foot hill 
Rescue teams had difficulty getting to 
the crash site and were hampered by 
strong winds, freezing cold and wet 
snow mixed with ice and ram. 
A spokesman for the Colts in Buffalo 
said that the plane was sent from New 
York City because the team’s original

was 
grounded by a heavy snowstorm 
He said the players would remain at a 
suburban hotel near Buffalo for the night 
and would attempt to leave sometime 
today.

Oh. there have always been 
white petunias and pink ones 
and carmine ones 
But red 
ones, no. 
Today, red petunias are the 
most popular type of petunias 
The man who created the first 
one 
is Lompoc's own 
Ian 
‘ Scotty” Sinclair, a quality 
control 
worker 
for 
Bodger 
Seeds Ltd. And he did it in 
Lompoc in a Bodger green­ 
house 
It happened in 1950 after six 
years of crossing genes 
He 
breeded two salmon petunias 
and got a red petunia 
‘‘Color 
is 
controlled 
by 
genes,” Scotty related last 
week, talking from behind his 
small desk in a tiny office at 
Bodger s on West Olive Ave. 
’ When you cross two same 
color genes you get an intenser 
color — if you have the right 
genes together.” 
Even 
when 
it 
happened, 
Scotty was shocked. 
“ I was lucky I don't know 
how 1 accomplished that,” he 
.said 
* The development of a red 
petunia was so extraordinary in 
Jhe flower seed world that it 
was the all-time high point 
winner 
in 
All 
American 
Selection awards and was the 
winner of the first gold medal 
to be awarded in 11 years. 
Bodger Seeds Ltd. got all the 
credit for developing the red 
petunia and to Scotty’s way of 
thinking that is proper. 
He commented, ‘‘Sure, the 
company gets the credit. You 
are working for the company. 
You’re 
not 
working 
for 
yourself.” 
S c o t t y 
r e t i r e d 
l a s t 
Wednesday 
after 
devoting 
more than 40 years of his life to 
the 
flower 
seed 
industry. 
During that time, he developed 
22 new flower varieties that 
received AAS awards — three 
gold, nine silver, five bronze, 
and five honorable mentions. In 
addition, he developed 24 new 
varieties that did not receive 
awards 
That, 
according 
to 
Seed 
World magazine, “would give 
him a ‘top batting average.’ ” 
Ever hear of a hunnemannia 
sunlite, larkspur white king, or 
calendula 
campfire9 
Scotty 
created those varieties. 
He came from Edinburgh, 
Scotland to Lompoc in 1930 to 
work for Mr. B(xlger. He has 
seen the flower seed industry 
Change over the years. 
First of all it has grown. 
There were two companies 
here; now there are three. 
Bodgers went from planting 
300 acres to over 1,000 acres.

A few night 
classes and he went to Lompoc 
to develop 
46 new 
flower 
varieties, including the first 
red petunia, an achievement 
done without the benefit of a 
doctorate degree.

Each year, millions of tax­ 
payers’ dollars which should be 
spent to educate taxpayers’ 
children have been used by

financially 
strapped school districts to pay 
for damage caused by vandal­ 
ism and for security programs 
aimed at curbing vandalism 
Nationally, authorities say, 
school crim e costs $10 87 per 
pupil -about as much as books 
While the figure includes other 
crim es, a substantial portion 
represents vandalism

occurs,” said Richard Green, 
chief of security for the Los 
A ngeles

District. 
The district has an annual

Churches put hunger as top 
priority items for action 


United JPress International 
Hunger is rapidly taking its 
place as a top priority item on 
the agenda of many churches. 
The African drought, 
the 
specter of mass starvation in 
India 
and 
Bangladesh 
and 
reports that food supplies from 
the United States are less 
available to feed the world’s 
hungry have all combined to 
make the issue a dram atic and 
compelling one. 
As usual, most of the effort is 
centered on programs and task 
forces within denominations' 
or agencies' bureaucracy. The 
old problem of how to make the 
laity 
more 
sensitive seems 
insoluble. 
The Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S., however, which has 
had a Task Force on World 
Hunger for several years, has 
come up with an idea that could 
move the fight against hunger 
out of the bureaucracies and 
into the program s of local 
churches. 
It is a simple idea —the use 
of pledge cards distributed in 
grass roots churches through 
which individuals promise to do 
certain things to combat the 
hunger problem. 
The task force picked Sept. 
22-29, the week the United 
States 
was 
to 
observe 
as 
National Week of Concern for 
World Hunger, as the time to 
emphasize the pledge com m it­ 
ments. At this point, it is too 
early to tell whether or not 
local congregations picked up 
on the idea. But if they didn’t, 
they should have. 
Most of the four-part promise 
the pledge card contains is 
simple 
and 
straightforward, 
the kind of thing any program 
planner would come up with 
For example, each signer 
promises to “ keep informed 
about problems of domestic 
and 
worl d 
h u n g e r 
and 
communicate 
convictions 
to 
political leaders and friends.” 
In addition, the signer pro­ 
mises to contribute 2 per cent 
of his or her annual income, or 
a specific dollar amount to the 
church or other hunger-fighting 
organization. 
The kicker which lifts the 
Presbyterian effort above the 
standard 
kind 
of 
program, 
however, is that each signer of 
the pledge card promises to 
forego meat from his diet one 
day a week 
By moving the program away 
from simple educational and 
financial goals, worthy as they 
may be, the Task Force with 
this pledge involves people in a 
simple but dram atic exercise 
which not only has a highly 
symbolic content but could, 
according to food experts, even

have a significant impact on 
the food situation. 


Lester Brown, of the Over­ 
seas Development Council, has 
estim ated that if all Americans 
substituted grains and vegeta­ 
ble protein for one-third of 
their meat consumption, there 
could be a net saving of 30 
million to 35 million tons of 
grain. This is because it takes 
about seven tim es as much feed 
grain 
going 
to 
animals 
to 
produce the equivalent amount 
of protein from direct grain 
consumption.

The jobless rate 


At six per cent and going up, 
the nation s unemployment 
rate 
is 
a cause for real 
concern. Construction and the 
automobile 
industry, 
both 
vital 
elem en ts 
of 
the 
economy, are especially hard 
hit. But then effects are felt 
throughout 
the 
business 
world. 


Certainly, 
we 
need 
an 
answer; a long range answer. 


In 
writing 
that 
answer, 
however, 
we must not be 
misled by the flat figure of 
total 
unem ploym ent. 
It 
includes, of course, far too 
many who need jobs but can’t 
get them. It also includes 


many millions to whom a job 
is not so essential. 


Writing in U.S. News & 
World Report, Raymond S. 
L iv i n g st o n e 
c it e s 
the 
difference between U.S. and 
British methods of recording 
unemployment. 
The 
latter 
counts only those full-time 
breadwinners who have lost 
jobs through no fault of their 
own. If we used that system, 
L iv in g st o n e 
s a y s , 
our 
unemployment rate would be 
under one per cent. 


He points out that among 
the 5.5 million individuals that 
made up the official six per 
cent jobless list, some 1.5 


million 
were 
teen -agers 
infrequently 
self-supporting 
or family breadwinners; 1.1 
million 
were 
seeking only 
part-time 
work, 
on 
their 
t e r m s , 
not 
the 
labor 
market s; 
1.8 million were 
women, 
som e 
the 
sole 
breadwinners of course, but 
large numbers of them not 
working of hard necessity. 
Ideally, 
there 
should 
be 
employment for all of these 
marginal 
groups. 
But 
the 
first, main thrust of federal 
strategy must be aimed at 
benefiting 
those 
with 
the 
greatest need. We must get 
our figures straight, and then 
act decisively.

Trees and the media 


Acute radio listeners may have been 
startled last week to hear all about the 
city’s 
Hickory 
Avenue 
street tree 
dispute over KNX newsradio from Los 
Angeles, a CBS station 
And locals with relatives in other 
western cities may soon be hearing from 
them A featurette about the Lompoc 
tree flap was moved by United Press 
International Monday and has a chance 
of appearing this and next week deep in 
the inside advertising sections of papers 
like, say, the Oakland Tribune, San Jose 
Mercury News and San Diego Union — 
any newspaper that subscribes to UPI. 
The 
short 
KNX 
radio item bore the 
same relationship to 
the actualities of the 
case that a cube of 
beef bouillon bears to 
a brimming bowl of 
chicken soup — it was 
an 
unrecognizable 
concentrate with an 
entirely 
different 
character. 
The UPI wire story was longer and 
more balanced but was still flawed by 
one major error. 
Tracking down how this came to be 
might illuminate some ill understood 
comers of how news media handle 
certain types of tiny news scraps like 
this. 
UPI's interest in the protest of a 
number of Hickory Avenue residents 
over the city street trees that were 
planted last October in what appeared to 
be but wasn’t really their lawns was 
invited by Mr. Richard Nichols of 1109 
West Hickory. 
Nichols was smart enough to sense 
that the wire services don’t have large 
enough staffs to ferret out all the 
obscure but catchy incidental stories 
they run and might follow up on a tip. 
But 
Nichols 
was more 
than an 
impartial news observer. It seems that a 
Lompoc city crew had planted an 
unwelcome tree in his front yard — or at 
least in a city-owned strip extending 
from it. 
Even 
when 
both 
agree 
that 
a 
particular item should get into print or 
on the air, tipsters almost always 
disagree radically with editors as to 
why. 


By his call to UPI, Nichols may well 
have been aiming to focus statewide 
indignation on the local City Council 
over what he felt was an intrusion upon 
his property rights. If he did not go this 
far, chances are good that he was 


thinking in terms of “ pressuring” the 
council into action by spreading the tale. 
F o r t u n a t e l y , 
new sm en 
a r e 
professionally 
insulated 
from 
the 
emotional fires of the battles they 
describe — just as properly selected 
jurists are calm and even open to a 
laugh 
or 
two 
while 
hearing trial 
evidence of a heinous murder. Neither 
group is personally involved in the 
scuffle and both work better that way. 
UPI didn’t give a damn whether Olive 
Avenue was planted in Evergreen Pear 
street trees or Mexican cactus. But the 
newsmen in UPI’s Los Angeles city 
room did see the story of the home 
owners’ 
protest 
as an 
interesting, 
chucklesome slice of small town life — a 
kind of “ citizens’ uprising” type of yam 
but with the twist that the people were 
contesting the planting of trees not 
railing against chopping them down. 
So a UPI man in LA telephoned the 
Record office. The Record subscribes to 
UPI and, in return, UPI is free to use 
anything the Record staff digs out for 
itself. The exchange isn’t equal. Every 
day the worldwide wire service tells us 
and the rest of Lompoc what the 
president is doing, how stocks are 
selling, what the economy is up to and 
how sports events went. In return, we 
may give them a small piece on an 
interesting prisoner at FCI one day and 
an item about a NASA launch six months 
later. 
This writer covered the City Council 
sessions at which the tree flap was 
kicked around and so I read the Record’s 
stories about them to a rewrite man in 
UPI’s LA office. 
The UPI story that was sent over the 
wires last Monday, first of all, was 
much much smaller than the Record’s 
stories on the incident locally. So, some 
condensing had to be done.

contained 
the 
sentence: “ Residents who either have 
their own landscaping plans or who don’t 
want any trees at all are out of luck, the 
city says.” 
This isn’t ture. The city has suspended 
further plantings along Hickory and is 
considering a number of options. One of 
these would be to let the residents who 
want the trees have them and allow 
those who don’t want them to get rid of 
them. This was the thought advanced by 
City Councilman Emil Scolari at a 
recent 
meeting. 
This 
writer 
read 
Scolari's exact quote to UPI, but the 
wire service chose not to use or even to 
pay any attention to it. 


There is a movie out on the life and 
Hard Times of Lenny Bruce 
It is 
technically a superb production, done in 
black and white, following the technique 
of the strung out posthumous flashback, 
the style of "Citizen Kane ” The acting 
is 
superb 
More 
exactly, 
the 
performances are superb, because the 
principal, Dustin Hoffman, is quite 
simply unconvincing, and this is to his 
credit. Alec Guinness doing Adolph 
Hitler was unconvincing Perhaps the 
reason 
is 
this, 
the 
Hitler 
was 
unconvincing. 
Unconvincing char­ 
acters can 
in fact 
convince, 
but 
this 
requires the proper 
historical setting 
In 
the case of Hitler, 
things 
like 
national 
paranoia, 
a 
break­ 
down of civil govern 
ment, 
storm-tossed 
national emotions on a 
Wagnerian scale 
In 
the 
case of Lenny 
Bruce, it required a 
nation 
riding on a frenzy of iconoclasm, where 
grown-ups, sitting around a bar, felt a 
sense of liberation on hearing taboo 
words 
spoken 
out 
loud, 
smuttily, 
leeringly, by a "comedian." 
There was a lot of that kind of thing in 
France 
in 
the 
days 
before 
the 
Revolution, when de Sade had his 
following, and Black Masses were an 
aristocratic sport. But reading de Sade 
now is like reading pathology, and 
listening to Lenny Bruce is like a visit to 
one of those clinics where they keep two- 
headed children until, mercifully, they 
die off. Lenny Bruce died, morphine 
needle at his side, and the wonder of it is 
that they sought in the movie to make a 
hero out of him. I can be made to feel 
sorry for Lenny Bruce, but not to admire 
him The worst of it is when grown-up 
movie producers try to make a hero out 
of him. 
Why? 
I never heard Bruce, and I assume 
that he must have had some genuinely 
funny lines But in the movie, there was 
only one, or two. And for a movie a third 
of which consists in exact reproduction 
of Lenny Bruce routines, that simply is 
not enough. 
Well then, 
was there 
something of a philosophical nature to 
be learned from Bruce’s experience'’ I 
cannot imagine what. It is true that 
what would put you in the cooler a 
decade ago if you said it in public, 
appears nonchalantly today in mass 
circulation magazines; so that if you 
want to sav that Bruce is pathetic 
because he went to jail back before the 
Warren 
Court 
issued 
general 
in s tr u c tio n s 
to 
p r o t e c t 
the 
pomographers, then I say: Thanks, but 
my reservoir of sympathy is otherwise 
spoken for. 
I think there is a good case for letting

obscene comedians go ahead and be 
obscene before their audiences, but my 
wells of retroactive sympathy do not run 
for those who in their haste to get the 
law changed, spent time in jail and lost 
on lawyers' fees a lot of the money they 
earned by pandering to obscenity. 


And then the writer of Lenny seems to 
want to make another philosophical 
point, though he doesn't quite know how 
to make it. It is that Lenny was really a 
wholesome man, coming out for a direct 
approach to life, one that is free of 
hypocrisy. Count me out. I like it the 
other way. If Sam and Jane are having 
an adulterous affair, I shall proceed as if 
I did not know about it, and I much 
prefer it that they should hypocritically 
defend monogamous institutions, than 
attempt to flaunt their own libertinism: 
Hypocrisy, La Rochefoucauld said, is 
the tribute that vice-pays to virtue 


The fact of the matter is that Lenny 
was a mess He brought unhappiness to 
all those he touched intimately 
He 
didn’t have as much to say about life in 
his 20-year stand-up monologue as 
Samuel Johnson will tell you in one page 
of any of his works. His search for 
sensation took him to drugs, and that 
humiliating death, naked in the garret, 


at the age of 40 1 hear it rumored that 
the movie suppresses some of Lenny s 
unattractive traits, such as his turning 
stoolie on his drug-addicted friends, for 
personal convenience And his call for 
candor was often perverse 
At one 
hectic moment he enthralls his youthful 
audience by motiving the actions of Mrs. 
Kennedy at Dallas on the day of the 
assassination in a way that is not only 
cruel, but unproductively cruel. There is 
even hyprocrisy in his own muddled 
philosophy, as when, in the nightclub 
sequence, he uses "nigger” and “ wop” 
and “ kike” affecting to defuse the words 
when, in fact, he is disingenuously 
exploiting them. Lenny Bruce was 
probably mad, and mad people can 
under 
certain 
circumstances 
be 
entertaining, in time and place But it is 
mad to admire them and sick to find 
them enduringly funny 
The movie begins with the young 
Lenny Bruce as a f0O-a-week stand-up 
comedian in a strip joint, telling jokes so 
awful the customers don’t even look up 
from the bar to notice them “ So I went 
down to the store and said I wanted to 
buy some crocodile shoes 
And the 
salesman said: what size are your 
crocodile’s feet?” It turns out to have 
been the funniest line in the movie.

book 
publishers, are currently pushing a new 
item, a book entitled “ Those Chose 
Honor.” The book was written by a 
young psychiatrist, Lewis Merklin, Jr., 
M.D., who went to work in the Federal 
Correctional Institution at Lompoc from 
1967 to 1969 in response to his own 
Selective Service requirements, as an 
officer in 
the 
U.S. 
Public 
Health 
Service. 
The home of the 
book deals with six 
men, war resisters, 
who preferred to go to 
prison rather than es­ 
cape to Canada. Dr. 
Merklin attempts to 
reveal 
what 
prison 
can do and did to the 
six young men, to the 
guards, the employes 
and the doctors who 
worked with them. 
It is suffice to say that Dr. Merklin 
drew the conclusion that the six war 
resisters were treated with contempt 
and callousness equal to that of other 
prisoners and that they responded with 
equal pain and courage. 
What interested us, more than the 
general tone of the book, was a chapter 
of the book entitled “ The Town.” This

As it happens in the 
aftermath of 
every election which signals a change of 
administration, wild speculation is now 
taking place in the Capitol over who will 
head 
the 
various 
agencies 
of 
government. 
The 
magnitude 
of 
personnel 
changes 
involved 
in 
the 
transition from one governor to another, 
especially when they are of a different 
party, is often overlooked in the heat of 
a campaign, even by the 
candidates 
themselves. 
But the task before Governor-elect 
Edmund G. Brown, Jr., in finding the 
right people to fill top level positions in 
an enormous one. And the success of his 
administration depends upon his ability 
to choose well for the ones who will 
steer the departmental operations. It 
will be their responsibility to not only 
faithfully carry out the governor’s 
program but to assist him in developing 
one. 
Brown, of course, has his own ideas 
about how things should be. It will be the 
job of those he selects to implement them 
or, even tougher, to advise him when 
they feel he is on the wrong course. 
The number of appointments to be 
made by the governor is huge but the 
immediate chore ahead is the wise 
selection of those who will form the 
nucleus of his aides. There are about 50 
top level positions in this category. First 
is his official family, those top level 
secretaries within his own office. These 
are his executive secretary, press and 
legislative secretaries, and those on 
appointments, travel, scheduling and 
clemency. 
If 
he 
follows 
the 
organizational 
pattern established by Governor Reagan 
there 
will 
be 
four 
super 
agency 
secretaries who have authority over 
about 30 department directors, each 
having large responsibilities although 
some are far greater than others. One of 
the most urgent is that of Director of 
Finance, for the new governor must 
have a budget prepared and ready to 
present to the Legislature within ten 
days of taking office. 
To prepare 
for assuming office, 
Ronald Reagan, using private funds, 
staffed an office in a commercial 
building following his election eight 
years ago. Fortunately, Brown will not 
have to do this since, as Secretary of 
State, he already has a state office from 
which to work. Further, provisions 
made dy the Legislature at Reagan’s 
urging now assures a governor-elect of 
assistance in making the transition. 
Brown has announced he is appointing 
a “ commission” to aid him in selecting 
the “ most qualified” people. If he 
selects the right people to do the 
“ selecting” this will be of great help 
but the final decision, as well as the 
resnonsibilitv. must rest with him. 


It is to be expected he will have a 
housecleaning, not reappointing those 
now serving Reagan, considering the 
wide differences in philosophy between 
the two It is also not unlikely that he 
will give first consideration to those who 
have helped him most in getting where 
he is. It is also to be hoped that he will 
make it completely his own show and 
not bring into his government some of 
those who the voters have rejected for 
office. 
But Brown need not rely entirely upon 
newcomers to government. Coming into 
the governorship only eight years after 
his father held the same office, there 
are those who served his father well and 
faithfully upon whom he can draw. 
Many, of course, for one reason or 
another are no longer available. 
Those who he can persuade to come 
back in one role or another should be 
sought. Their experience and maturity 
would be invaluable. Brown could do far 
worse than appointing those who, under 
his father, have demonstrated their 
ability and loyalty. 


chapter 
dealt 
primarily 
with 
Dr. 
Merklin’s feelings and description of our 
town. 
It is obvious he did not like it. 
"It is a place of riptides, shipwrecks, 
fog and wind,” he writes. 
“ Most of the land along the twenty 
miles between Lompoc and the main 
highway has been owned and ranched by 
one family for a century, but in the town 
not many people own very much and few 
stay for very long,” continued Dr. 
Merklin’s observations. “ There is a 
constant, anxious turnover of residents. 
In tacky housing developments or in 
apartment houses with names like Kimi 
East and Tahitian Village, they live on 
month-to-month leases. New schools 
have been built, but the buildings look 
transitory. Teachers come, but many 
stay only until they find better jobs. A 
palatial library has been erected, but it 
is thinly stocked. The nearest bookstore 
is sixty miles away in Santa Barbara. 
Social life focuses on the many bars in 
town; on the officers’ clubs at the air 
base and the prison; on the Moose, Elks, 
or Rotary; on the church auxiliaries; 
and for teen-agers, on the sidewalk in 
front of the Foster Freeze on Ocean 
Avenue.” 
Dr. Merklin winds up his chapter on 
our town by confessing he came here 
reluctantly. That’s for sure. It was one 
way of getting out of Selective Service. 
He concludes by writing that he learned 
to put up with the town and “ its tedium 
and to enjoy sunsets when we could see 
them, the beautiful countryside, the air 
smarting with eucalyptus and even the 
morning and evening fogs, pungent with 
kelp and ozone.” 
We find Dr. Merklin’s description of 
our town difficult to believe in total, just 
as we found his conclusions on the six 
young men who chose honor.
